Southam  and  Long  Itchingion. — There  are  now  494 
connections  to  Southam  and  Long  Itchington  Water  Supply, 
293  and  201  respectively. 

This  supply  has  been  augmented  by  the  Rugby  supply. 
There  is  now  no  shortage  of  water  in  these  Parishes. 

Harbury,  Bishops  Itchington,  Napton,  Ladhrokc  and 
Gaydon. — This  scheme  has  proved  of  the  greatest  value 
during  the  time  since  its  completion. 

Lighthorne,  Ufton  and  Shuckburgh. — Schemes  liave 
been  approved  to  connect  these  villages  to  the  Public  Supply. 

Stockton. — Pipes  have  been  delivered  and  it  is  hoped 
to  connect  to  the  Public  Suppl}'  very  shortly.
